These  largely 
consist  of  'line  farms,  country  tavern 
st  ands,  toll  gate  privileges,  tracts  of  wood¬ 
land  of  whichNthey  are  very  fond,  livery 
sales  stables  ith  the  smaller  towns  and 
villages,  and.  not  infrequently,  extensive 
town  projierties.  jwirticiilarly  the  larger 
sales  stables  in  \  metrojmlitan  cities.
